Other Buildings Threat- 
ened for a Time—Ex- 
tra Fire-Fighting Ap- 
paratus Is Called.

Fire blazed through the large, 
two-story brick Wellston Theater 
Building, 6226 Easton avenue, in 
the heart of the Wellston business 
district, early today, destroying 
the theater and damaging several 
shops and offices. Total damage 
was estimated at nearly $100,000. 

The cause of the fire, which ap- 
parently originated backstage in 
the theater auditorium, was not 
immediately determined, Fire 
Chief Fred Polkinghorne of Wells- 
ton said. 

John Caporal, 6656 Oakland ave- 
nue, president of the Wellston 
Amusement Co. and owner of the 
building, said the structure was 
valued at $115,000. He said film 
projection equipment and sound 
apparatus valued at $30,000 were 
destroyed. 

The fire was discovered at 7 a. 
m. by William Caporal, operator 
of a cafe in the building, when he 
arrived to open his establishment. 
By the time two companies from 
the Wellston Fire Department ar- 
rived 10 minutes later flames had 
broken through the auditorium 
roof and were leaping more than 
100 feet in the air. 

Five pieces of extra equipment 
were summoned from Pine Lawn, 
University City, St. Louis and St. 
John’s-Overland. 

For a time the flames threat- 
ened neighboring buildings. The 
fire was brought under control be- 
fore it extended through the store 
and office space flanking the front 
of the theater. 

William Caporal, a brother of 
the building owner, said damage 
to his establishment would amount 
to $2000. Frank Turshin, operator 
of the Commerce Jewelry. and 
Loan Co., which occupies one half 
of the ground floor store space, 
estimated damage to stock and 
office fixtures at $10,000,

ROOSEVELT FOUND 
‘SATISFACTORY’ IN 
PHYSICAL CHECKUP 


Given Regular Examination 
Prescribed for Senior 


Naval Officers. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, recently both- 
ered with bronchitis, has under- 
gone a thorough physical exami- 
nation, and his personal physician 
said today “the checkup is satis- 
factory.” 

V. Adm. Ross T. McIntire said 
the examination was a _ routine, 
annual affair which had been 
somewhat hampered by the fact 
the President has had a head cold 
and the bronchial disturbance. 
Stating that Roosevelt is getting 
over these in a satisfactory man- 
ner, McIntire said: “The only 
thing we need to finish up on is 
the residual of hig bronchitis and 
one of his sinuses, and they are 
clearing very rapidly.” 

Part of the physical check was 
made at the naval medical center 
in a Washington suburb and part 
at the White House, and McIntire 
said it was “quite a stunt,” ex- 
tremely thorough, and similar to 
those given annually to senior 
naval officers. 

“We decided,” he said, “that for 
a man of 62 plus we had very 
little to argue about, except that 
we had to combat influenza, and 
a respiratory condition afterward.” 

McIntire disclosed that he had 
cut down a bit on Roosevelt's food 
and was giving him a “pretty good 
vitamin boost.” 


CITY AUTO STICKER DEADLINE 
TOMORROW NIGHT,NOT TONIGHT 


Earlier Date Announced Through 
Error; Arrests to Begin 
on Thursday. 


The deadline for 1944 city auto 
license stickers is midnight to- 
morrow and not tonight, as pre- 
viously announced through error, 
License Collector Frank A. Brit- 
ton said today. | 

Police have been instructed to 
arrest motorists driving with last 
year’s licenses, beginning Thurs- 
day. This applies also to drivers 
of moving vans, new city licenses 
for which also must be displayed 
beginning Thursday. Britton’s of- 
fice is open daily until 5 p. m. 

Britton said many motorists 
apparently have been confused by 
the announcement that because 
of a shortage of 1944 plates, the 
State has set no deadline for dis- 
play of new licenses.

JURY IS SHOWN 
CARTRIDGES AT 
INOPECTORS TRIAL 


Major Exhibits Ammuni- 
tion in All Stages of 
Manufacture, Explains 
Processes. 


Testimony of Government wit- 
nesses in the trial of five of the 
11 men indicted on charges of fail- 
ing to make the proper inspection 
of small arms ammunition at the 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant began 
today in the court of United States 
District Judge George H. Moore. 

First witness was Maj. James 
H. Dunbar, chief Army inspector 
at the plant since February. With 
a large showcase of cartridges in 
every stage of manufacture, he 
explained to the jury the pro- 


cesses used in production. 

Burnett E. Bassett, general 
manager of the plant, identified 
the contract between the Gov- 
ernmeent and the company and 
other documentary evidence that 
is to be presented. The original 
contract and eight of its 16 sup- 
plements were read into the 
record. It contained this specific 
provision: “The contractor shall 
maintain a _ satisfactory system 
of inspection and shall not de- 
liver to the Government any ma- 
terial that does not meet all 
specifications.” 

John L. Sullivan, one of the 
attorneys for the defendants, told 
the jury in his opening address 
that he would show there was 100 
per cent visual inspection of all 
cartridges on Oct. 16, 1942, the 
date the Government contends 
thousands of rounds were not 
properly inspected. 

By testimony from defense as 
well as Government witnesses he 
said he would show that it was 
not unusual for the _ cartridge 
“bank,” or accumulation bing to 
hold as many as two million cart- 
ridges awaiting inspection. When 
large numbers accumulated, he 
said, the company hired addition- 
al women inspectors to clear the 
surplus, but in every case inspec- 
tion procedure was followed ac- 
cording to Government contract 
specifications.

Russell Vandivort, in 
his opening statements yesterday,

Loo Bird Cage Reproduces Jungle 
For 5 Central American Quetzals 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


One of the most elaborate bird 
cages ever built at the zoo in For- 
est Park has been completed and 
is the new home for the pride of 
the zoo’s bird collection—five quet- 
zals, natives of the high moun- 
tains of Central America, where 
once they were regarded as sacred 
by the Mayas and Aztecs. 


The new cage was designed by 
Gus Abendroth, head of the bird 
house, who has reproduced as 
nearly as possible the type of jun- 
gle in which quetzals are found. 
The cage has a floor of tanbark, 


and contains about 20 types of 
growing plants, including palms, 
rattan, vines and creepers. 
There are also several tree 
trunks, two of which are from 
trees long dead. The birds al- 
ready have started picking at the 
soft wood. Abendroth says they 
are picking out holes for nesting. 


A continuous spray of water 
falls in the center of the cage to 
reproduce the damp climate in 
which quetzals thrive. 

The quetzal home is in the cen- 
ter of the bird house, back to 
back with the swamp scene that 
faces the entranee. Care has been 
taken to blend these two displays 
so that one forms a pleasing back- 
ground for the other, 


Abendroth was guided in repro- 
ducing his mountain scene by the 
book, “Jungle In the Clouds,” 
written by Victor Wolfgang von 
Hagen, former St. Louisan, who in 
1940 brought out of the rain moun- 
tains of Panama the first adult, 
male quetzal ever captured. 

This bird was obtained by the 
St. Louis Zoo, where it remained 
in lonely splendor for two years, 
until Charles Cordier, a Swiss col- 
lector, came out of the jungles of 
Costa Rica with several quetzals, 
of which the local zoo obtained 
five. One has since died of pneu- 
monia, and the zoo now has five in 
all, counting the original captured 
by von Hagen. 

The quetzal is about the size of 
a pigeon, but has brilliant red and 
green feathers, a tail as long as 
four feet, and is generally regarded 
as the most beautiful bird of the 
North American continent. 

The Aztec and Maya Indians 
used to regard the quetzal as sga- 
cred to their god, Quetzalcoatl, and 
only the chiefs of those tribes 
were allowed to wear garments 
made of quetzal feathers.

Four large hotels and a restau- 
rant, charged by the Office of 
Price Administration with violat- 
ing food rationing regulations, will 
be deprived of 25 per cent of 
their meat and processed food ra- 
tion points until misused points 
are paid back, under the terms of 
agreements announced by OPA 
today. 

The hotels are the Chase, the 
Park Plaza, the Lennox and the 
Mayfair. The restaurant is the 
Van Horn Restaurant, 309 North 
Jefferson avenue, 

Explanation of the agreements 


was made in United States Dis- 
trict Court today by OPA enforce- 
ment attorneys, when they ob- 
tained permanent injunctions pro- 
hibiting the hotels, the restaurant 
and the General Grocer Co, from 
trading in ration points. 
Among 10 Accused. 

The firms were among 10 con- 
cerns accused of participating in 
a barter plan worked out by a 
salesman for General] Grocer Ce. 
The others were the Jerome Mc- 
Henry Meat Co., the Heinermann 
Meat Co., the Mausshardt Meat 
Co. and the Diedrich-Melsheimer 
Pastry Shops. A temporary re- 
straining order was granted last 
week in the case of the pastry 
shops. 

Attorneys for the OPA said the 
concerns enjoined today had 
agreed to pay back the following 
points: 

Hotel Chase, 15,000 meat points 
and 90,000 processed food points; 
Park Plaza Hotel, 75,500 meat 
points and 9120 processed. food 
points; Van Horn restaurant, 40,- 
000 meat points; Hotel Lennox, 
1800 sugar points, and Hotel May- 
fair, 30,000 meat points and 3800 
sugar points. 

The repayment of these points, 
attorneys said, would result in a 
shortage in meats and processed 
foods at these establishments. 
There was no estimate of the time 
that would be required to make 
the repayments. 

Writs by Two Judges. 

The injunctions against the 
Chase, Park Plaza and Van Horn 
Restaurant were granted by Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen, and those against 
the Lennox, Mayfair and General 
Grocer Co, by Judge Richard M. 
Duncan, 

In applying for the injunctions 
Taylor Sandison, district OPA en- 
farcement attorney, said the con- 
cefns became engaged in trans- 
ferring meats, sugar and  proc- 
essed food points, some firms for 
example, giving meat points they 
did not need for sugar poirits 
which they needed. He credited 
origination of the plan to a sales- 
man for the grocer company. 


OPA TO END INSPECTION

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NAPLES, April 4 (AP).—Heavy 
bombers of the Fifteenth Air 
Force subjected Bucharest to its 
first United States aerial bom- 
bardment today while Russian 
troops pushed on by land 220 miles 
northeast of the Rumanian cap- 
ital. 

The Liberators and Flying For- 
tresses, attacking “in considerable 
strength,” struck at military ob- 
jectives in Bucharest only 24 
hours after they had made a 
similar, attack on Budapest, cap- 


ital of Hungary. Great quantities 
of German war material have 
been pouring through both rail

centers. 

Mustang and Lightning fight- 
ers accompanied the Bucharest- 
bound bombers. The bombers flew 
within a few miles of the Ploesti 
oil fields, which American alr- 
craft bombed last year. 

Damage at Budapest. 

The bombing of Bucharest com- 
pleted a tour of the German satel- 
lite capitals by the Fifteenth Air 
Force. Sofia, Bulgaria, has been 
attacked several times. In yester- 
day’s raid on Budapest the Amer- 
icans dropped 1000 tons of bombs. 

Last night Royal Air Force 
Wellingtons and Liberators again 
hit Budapest, with the Manfred- 
Weiss steel works and armament 
factory and railroad yards as their 
main targets. 

Targets of the American attack 
on Budapest included the Tokol 
aircraft component works, a near- 
by airfield, a refinery, barracks 
and rail installations. 

Photo interpretation reports in- 
dicated the American attack was 
very successful. More than 350 
craters were counted within the 
grounds of the Tokol factory and 
the main buildings were severely 
damaged, 

Smoke from the refinery con- 
cealed much of the damage in 
Budapest, flyers said, but at least 
80 hits were observed in rail yards 
and 250 units of rolling stock were 
reported destroyed or damaged. 

Smoking Capitals. 

An officer summed up the raids 
this way: “About the best way 
to locate a Balkan capital these 
days is to look for a column of 
smoke.” 

Between 50 and 60 enemy planes 
were met over Budapest and the 
bomber and fighter pilots shot 
down 24, first reports said. An 
Allied communique said that 26 
enemy planes were destroyed dur- 
ing yesterday’s operation in this 
theater against a loss of 13 Allied 
craft. More than 1,900 sorties 
were flown. 

Other Fortresses and Liberators 
roared over Yugoslavia for the 
second straight day yesterday, 
dumping bombs on freight yards 
at Brod, Knin and Drnis in a sys- 
tematic campaign to cut off Ger- 
man supplies. Medium bombers

LOSSES. 667,159 
FOR FOUR YEAR 


Include 158,741 Killed — 
Civilian Casualties in 
United Kingdom Total 
109,101, 


LONDON, April 4 (AP).—Brit- 
ish Empire casualties in the first 
four years of war were 667,159, 
including 158,741 killed, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill announced in the 
House of Commons today. 

He listed 159,219 wounded, 78,204 
missing and 270,995 prisoners of 
war during the 48 months. 

(American casualties at latest 
announcements were 173,239 in 
about 27 months of war, includ- 
ing 40,657 killed, 64,098 wounded, 
36,821 missing and 32,163 prisoners 
of war.) 

Churchill said civilian casual- 
ties resulting from air raids in 
the United Kingdom for the four 
years were 109,101, including 49,730 
killed and 659,371 wounded suffi- 
ciently to be. hospitalized. 

Merchant seamen casualties on 
British ships were 30,314, includ- 
ing 26,317 known and presumed 
dead and 3997 internees,

RUSSIANS WARN 
AXIS SATELLITE 
10 CAPITULATE 


Khotin on Dniester 
Taken as German Ef- 
forts to Break Out of 
Trap Fail. 


LONDON, April 4 (AP).—Rus- 
sian armies battered Axis defense 
lines in three widely separated 
sectors of the southern front to- 
day, thrusting into Rumania to 
within . artillery range of Iasi 
(Jassy), driving closer to the im- 
portant stronghold of Lwow in old 
Poland and tightening their arc 
on the Black Sea port of Odessa. 

With troops of MarsHal Ivan 8. 
Konev’s Second Ukrainian Army 
already 11 miles beyond the middle 
Prut River inside Rumania the 
Moscow radio called on the Ru- 
manian people to abandon the 
Germans and “capitulate at once.” 
It warned: “Unless you do so, the 
whole of your country will become 
a battlefield and your towns and 
villages a heap of ruins.” 

The Bulgarian radio reported an 
Istanbul dispatch as saying that 
Rumanian soldiers were deserting 
“by the thousands” and battling 
German detachments sent after 
them. 

Russians Tighten Trap. 

Tonight’s Soviet communique 
announced the capture of Khotin,

27 Planes Lost. 


First reports of the strike, which 
began March 30, and continued 
through April 1, indicated that our 
plane losses were eight fighters, 11 
bombers and eight torpedo bomb- 
ers, Knox said. There was no in- 
dication in original reports of any 
damage to the American warships, 

Knox read broadcast Japanese 
claims that two American cruis- 
ers had been sunk and two bat- 
tleships and an aircraft carrier 
damaged by Japanese planes.

Captive Jap Appeals to Comrades 
To Give Up, Enjoy Yank Kindness

HILL 129, BOUGAINVILLE, 
Solomon Islands, March 26 (De- 
layed) (AP).—A Japanese soldier 
captured two days ago broadcast 
an appealétoday to his former 
comrades in the Sixth Imperial Di- 
vision “to give up the futile fight 
against superior American forces 
and equipment.” 

The words of the 24-year-old 
Japanese were full of emotion 
and delivered with many gestures. 


His broadcast was relayed to the’ 


enemy in opposing lines a few 
hundred yards away through two 
loudspeakers. 

After his capture, the Japanese, 
whose name was not given, ex- 
pressed surprise at treatment ac- 
corded him and later suggested 
that he would like to tell his com- 
rades about it. Arrangements were 
quickly made and the prisoner 
was escorted to a frontline pill- 
box, where the Signal Corps set 
up loudspeakers. 

The Army Intelligence released 
this partial paraphrase of his 
speech: 

“The prisoner began by saying 
that he was a member of the Sixth 
Imperial Division and that he

knew the conditions under which 
they are fighting, 

“He said he knew well the kind 
of stories which had been circu- 
lated in the Sixth Division and told 
how they were informed on March 
12 that both airfields had been 
taken and all they -had to do was 
penetrate that particular place 
(Hill 129 sector) and they'd win 
the battle of Bougainville. 

“He said with great emphasis 
that the Japanese attack had been 
shattered.

“He said he knows more now 
about the true state of affairs 
than any man out ther@ (in the 
Japanese lines) and that there had 
been no penetration of United 
States lines, all attacks being re- 
pulsed. :

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, April 4 (AP).—Fourteen 
atolls in the Marshall Islands, al- 
most the entire western half, were 
under the American flag today. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz an- 
nounced yesterday that 10 more 
atolls had been cleared of Jap- 
anese with Httle or no resistance. 
These are Ujae, Lae, Lib, Namu, 
Ailinglapalap, Namorik, Ebon, Kili, 
Arno and Bikini, 

“Most of these atolls were taken 
without resistance,” he said. “Light 
opposition encountered on the 
others was quickly overcome. We 
took some prisoners.” 


Eleventh Raid on Truk. 

A headquarters announcement 
today told of an attack Sunday 
night on Truk, the eleventh raid 
on that Japanese sea bastion in 
six days—six of them from this 
theater and five from Gen. Doug- 
last MacArthur’s. The Liberator 
bombers struck at Dublon and 
Eten islands, both attacked many 
times previously, while other forces 
went on to hit Ponape, east of 
Truk, and three enemy-held posi- 
tions in the Marshalls. 

Three enemy planes attempted 
to intercept the Truk raiders, but 
all the American craft returned. 

A small ship and a dock were 
set afire at one of the unidenti- 
fied bases. 

Japs Hold 4 Atolls. 

In the western half of the Mar- 
shalls grep, Only Jaluit atoll re- 
mains in Japanese hands and that 
is surrounded. Wotje, Maloelap 
and Mill, in the eastern string, are 
the only important atolls still held 
by the enemy. 

American troops previously had 
taken Kwajalein, Eniwetok and 
Wotho in the Ralik (Sunset) 
chain of atolls and Majuro in the 
Radak (Sunrise) chain. Majuro 
was taken without a fight on; 
Jan. 31, the same day Americans 
landed on Kwajalein to meet atiff 
opposition. Eniwetok was attacked 
Feb. 17 and the unopposed occupa- 
tion of Wotho was announced 
March 12. 


VICTORY CLAIMED 
ON BOUGAINVILLE 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Southwest Pacific, April 4 (AP).— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s airmen 
have struck at nine important tar- 
gets on a 1000-mile arc and his 
troops on Bougainville today 
claimed a complete victory over a 
once-strong enemy garrison on 
that Solomons island. 


Some of the air strikes appeared 
to be part ef the continuing pat- 
tern of hitting at bases of possi- 
ble Japanese air strength which 
might be rushed to the defense of 
Palau. This island group, within 
600 land miles of the Philippines, 
went under the assault of a pow- 
erful United States naval force 
last Wednesday. 

Part of the job of keeping ene- 
my air power off the back of this 
fleet went to MacArthur’s airmen, 
who bombed by-passed Truk at 
dawn Saturday. 

Timor, in the Dutch East Indies, 
was another target. This island 
is within easy reach of Darwin, 
Australia. 

Japs Withdrawing. 

On Bougainville, the enemy con- 
tinued his withdrawal, apparently 
too weary and too few to keep up 
the suicidal attacks against the 
Empress Augusta Bay perimeter 
he started March 8. 

The Japanese have abandoned 
their pressure and “are retreating 
into the hills and jungles,” Gen. 
MacArthur said. 

Adm. William F. Halsey’s South 
Pacific headquarters said _ the 
decimated enemy was withdraw- 
ing and “his defeat is complete.” 
Halsey'’s spokesman said the lat- 
est estimate of enemy dead on 
Bougainville since March 8 was 
7000 


Other Southwest Pacific com- 
mand thrusts noted in today’s 
communique included the bomb- 
ing of Rambutyo Island southeast 
of Los Negros in the Admiralties, 
an island group now firmly in 
American hands. This control 
grew stronger with the capture of 
two more Admiralty islands— 
Koruniat and Ndrilo. 

Campaign About Over. 

A Southwest Pacific spokesman 
said the Admiralty Islands cam- 
paign was virtually at an end, 
with only an estimated 400 to 450 
Japanese remaining in the entire 
group. He said Japanese losses 
since the original] landing on Los 
Negros Feb. 29 have been close to 
3000 killed and 1500 wounded. 

MacArthur’s flyers also bombed 
Cape St. George on New Ireland; 
Rabaul, New Britain, which caught 
80 tons of explosives; Garove Is- 
land and Open Bay, New Britain; 
Hansa Bay, on New Guinea, hit 
by escorted bombers which 
dropped 128 tons of bombs, and 
Wewak and the Madang coast of 
New Guinea.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NAPLES, April 4 (AP).—Italian 
Fascist troops have been sand- 
wiched in with German forces 
ringipg the Allied beachhead be- 
low Rome, it was announced to- 
day as comparative tranquillity 
continued along all the Italian 
fronts, with minor patrol clashes 
and artillery fire keeping the op- 
posing armies alert.

3600 JAPS KILLED ON INDIA

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Telis Congress Require- 
ment for Six Prevents 
Action on Important 
Cases. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP).— 
Attorney-General Biddle asked 
Congress today to reduce the sta- 
tutory quorum of the Supreme 
Court from six to five justices. 

In his annual report to Con- 
gress, Biddle said a pending bill 


to fix a quorum at five justices 
“rests upon sound historical prec- 
edent.” 

Because of the present statute, 
Biddle said, it has been impossible 
for the Supreme Court to hear an 
appeal by the Government from 
a deciison of a District Judge for 
the Southern District of New 
York in the case of the United 
States vs. Aluminum Company of 
America. He called it “one of the 
most important antitrust cases 
since the enactment of the Sher- 
man Act.” 

Biddle also told Congress it had 
been impossible for the court to 
hear a cast involving a decision 
of the Court of Appeals for the 
second circuit upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the so-called death 
sentence provisions of the Public 
Utility Holding Act of 1935 (North 
American Co. vs, Securities and 
Exchange Commission.) 

“In each of these cases six jus- 
tices who do not feel themselves 
disqualified are unavailable, but a 
common law quorum of five could 
probably be obtained,” Biddle 
wrote. 

Biddle called attention to the 
fact that from 1789 to 1863 cases 
could be handled by a common 
law quorum—a majority of the 
court, The idea of a quorum of 
six, he said, originated in 1863, 
when the Court was increased to 
10 members, and it has remained 
in the law despite the reduction of 
the Court to nine justices. 

Justices disqualify themselves in 
cases in which they had any part 
prior to going on the Court. 


GREEK PREMIER QUITS, URGES

CAIRO, April 4 (AP).—Premier 
Emmanuel Tsouderos has_ re- 
signed as the Premier of the 
Greek Government-in-exile, it was 
announced yesterday, and has 
asked King George to name 
Sophocles Venizelos as his suc- 
cessor.

MILWAUKEE, April 4 (AP).— 
The nation watched for possible 
surprises as Wisconsin elected na- 
tional political convention dele- 
gates today from a field pledged 
variously to four Republican presi- 
dential prospects. 

Generally light voting was re- 
ported. } 

Politicians eyed the Republican 
balloting chiefly as a test for 
Wendell Willkie—in view of his 
campaign here. Interest in the 
Democratic side was limited by 


the fact there was no preferential 
contest, Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
being the only name listed. Demo- 
crats were electing 26 national 
convention delegates, Republicans 
24. 

Willkie alone of four Republi- 
cans represented today actually 
campaigned, but Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey's followers were active de- 
spite his disavowal. Some believed 
Lt. Comdr. Harold E, Stassen of 
Minnesota would reveal unex- 
pected strength, and supporters of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, although 
relatively inactive, predicted a 
favorable showing. 

In addition to the fight for dele- 
gates, there was a direct presiden- 
tial preference ballot, but all ex- 
cept supporters of MacArthur 
passed it up. MacArthur’s name 
appeared at the head of the bal- 
lot. It was possible that some sig- 
nificance might develop in the size 
of the popular vote for the Gen- 
eral. 

Other Aspects of Primary. 

These further factors lent to the 
Republican balloting a many- 
sided aspect: 

1. It was the second delegate 
election in which candidates for 
MacArthur have been entered. 
Twenty-two ran pledged to Mac- 
Arthur, two less than Willkie’s full 
slate of 24. 

2. Gov. Walter S. Goodland 
(Rep.) of Wisconsin proclaimed 
Stassen, formerly Governor of 
Minnesota, his “No. 1 choice,” with 
"Willkie second. Twenty delegate 
candidates were entered pledged 
to Stassen. 

3. Willkie in speeches here des- 
ignated Dewey his principal op- 
ponent. Although Dewey urged 
delegate candidates pledged to him 
to withdraw, 15 ran today with 
four others leaning to Beis 
Dewey backers here predicted 
Willkie would not win more than 
6 of the 24 delegates being named. 

4. Opponents of Willkie con- 
ceded his tour made headway 
against previous Wisconsin oppo- 
sition. Friends would interpret a 
strong Willkie showing as sup- 
porting the theory that if Willkie 
can cover enough territory be- 
fore the convention in June, he 
may recapture his 1940 strength. 

Progressives a Factor. 

5 Since Democrata had no 
choice and Progressives were not 
in the primary as such, many were 
expected to ballot in the Republi- 
can primary. This vote was 
watched closely. Willkie appealed 
for Progressive support. 

Willkie backers hoped for a 
heavy majority of the 24-delegate 
slate, conceding that if Willkie 
gets less than a majority he can- 
not hope for much of a showing 
from this area in the convention. 
Some said flatly that if Willkie 
wins less than 12, after having 
toured the State for 13 days, he 
will be through. 


Willkie Assails Deals and Trades 
in Republican Party. 
GRAND ISLAND, Neb., April 4 
(AP).— Wendell L. Willkie lashed 
out last night against “party com- 
binations, deals and manipulations 
in selecting party platforms and 
candidates,” and said he saw such 

forces operating in Nebraska. 

“Right here not only are -we 
hearing of talks and trades and 
seeing these repulsive policies be- 
ginning to operate in Nebraska,” 
Willkie said in a speech, “but 
blunt public declarations are being 
made of them.” 

Willkie referred apparently to 
statements by Chris Abbott, ranch- 
er and candidate for delegate to 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion, who told a Lincoln meeting 
addressed also by- Willkie that 
Gov. Dewey of New York was 
remaining silent because of prom- 
ises which Abbott said Dewey 
made in his gubernatorial cam- 
paign that he would not campaign 
actively for the presidency. 

Abbott urged that Nebraskans 
vote for Harold Stassen, former 
Minnesota Governor entered in 
the Nebraska preferential primary 
against Willkie. 

Willkie, declaring there are ru- 
mors current in Nebraska “that I 
am not a Republican,” told an 
audience at Kearney that “twenty- 
two and a half million Republi- 
cans said I was in the last elec- 
tion.” 

Willkie assailed such rumors as 
the type “circulated by men who 
do not have the courage to enun- 
ciate what they really believe.” 

Willkie said “I am dedicated to 
one purpose—to remove Franklin 
D. Roosevelt from office in 1944.”

AT THE FIFTH ARMY FRONT, Italy, March 30 (Delayed) (AP), 
biggest 
used in this war, has proved its worth on the Italian front after 
50 days of shooting at bridges, guns and other targets far be- 
hind the German lines, artillery officers say. 


HE 240-millimeter howitzer, 


This is the only front on which 
this weapon has been in combat 
as yet. It fires a high explosive 
shell which measures about 10 
inches in diameter and three feet 
in length, weighs about 360 
pounds and costs $150 at mass pro- 
duction rates. 

The projectile is fired by a sep- 
arate 88-pound charge which is 
rammed in behind the shell. There 
are other guns—both Allied and 
German—on this front which out- 
range the 240-mm, but they do not 
have its accuracy, artillerymen 
say. 

Example of Accuracy. 

One of the biggest achievements 
of the 240 so far was the destruc- 
tion of a narrow.but vital bridge 
at Ponte Corvo. Allied bombers 
had tried for weeks to demolish 
the bridge, but failed to knock it 
out, and several planes were lost 
in the attempts. 

So the 240s went to work on the 
bridge from a distance of 10 miles 
and succeeded where the planes 
had failed, though they had a tar- 
get only 40 feet square to shoot at. 

Hitting a target of that size 10 
miles away involves a lot of com- 
plicated figuring. In addition to 
the usual computations, correc-

tions must be made for wind and 
even for the rotation of the earth. 

As Maj. Milton M. Meyer of 
Norman, Ok., a gunnery officer, 
explained: 

“The shell is in the air a min- 
ute and one-half or so and in that 
time the earth rotates 60 or 70 
yards, which would be enough to 
cause a miss.” 


Used for Barrage. 

Another job achieved by the 
240s was the destruction of an im- 
portant bridge at Melfa. This took 
200 shells and 23 days, for the 
gun also shpt at other targets dur- 
ing the period. 

The 240s also have been used for 
short-range work. In one phase 
of the battle of Cassino they laid 
shells 200 yards ahead of Allied 
troops. Capt. Elmo L. Jackson of 
Jacksonville, Fla. directed this 
difficult fire. 

The big guns also joined in the 
shelling of German forces around 
the Mount Cassino monastery and 
in Cassino itself. 

The howitzers are brought to 
their positions in parts and mount- 
ed by a crane in pits walled with 
sandbags—11,000 of them. Each 
gun hag a crew of 19 men and an 
officer.

S elections was predicted today 


In a ruling characterized by 
Southerners as a blow to state sov- 
ereignty, but hailed in other quar- 
ters as “absolutely right,” the 


election officials erred in denying 
the vote to Lonnie E, Smith, Hous- 
ton Negro, in the 1940 Democratic 
primary because of a state party 
bar against members of his race 
participating. The court ruled, in 
effect, that state laws supplement- 
ing the party bar wiolated the 
Constitution. 

Southern members of Congress 
congregated in little knots at the 
Capitol, and from them came the 
assertion that steps would be 
taken to keep Negros generally 
out of the Democratic primaries, 
which are decisive in their sec- 
tion of the country. 


Southerners’ Reactions. 


There were these other 
actions: 

1, Predictions that Arkansas 
and Alabama, which have party- 
imposed racial bars similar to 
that in Texas, may have to find 
other means of keeping “white 
primaries" free of Negro voters, 

2. The assertion by Senator 
Maybank (Dem.) South Carolina, 
that South Carolina also may 
have to revise its laws, as it 
permits the party organization 
to fix all qualifications for pri- 
mary voters except age and 
residence. (The South Carolina 
Democratic convention defeated 
in 1942 a resolution that would 
have admitted Negroes to the 
party.) 

3. A suggestion by Senator An- 
drews (Dem.) Florida, that some 
Southern states may return to 
the old convention system of 
choosing nominees. 

The Southerners said the ruling 
would have little effect on this 
year’s primaries, as it appeared 
immediately applicable only to 
Texas, 

The direct racial bar gpparently 
is operative as such only in Ar- 
kansas and Alabama, but other 
states impose educational, prop- 
erty-owning and registration re- 
quirements, as well as poll taxes, 
which make it difficult for Ne 
groes to exercise their franchise.

TITO ASKS ALLIES FOR SEAT

LONDON, April 4 (AP).—Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz, leader of 
the Yugoslav Partisans, has asked 
the council of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration for a seat on that body, 
according to a broadcast by the 
Free Yugoslav radio.

CHURCHILL PRAISES RUSSIAN

LONDON, April 4 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the House 
of Commons today that Soviet 
Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav 
Molotov’s statement of Russia's 
purpose in carrying the war onto 
Rumanian soil “forms a particu- 
larly satisfactory example of the 
operation of consultation machin- 
ery between the Allies. 

“The Soviet Government was 
good enough to send the text be- 
forehand,” Churchill said. “We ex- 
pressed our admiration for it... 
It certainly is likely to be a great 
help to the common war effort.” 

The Prime Minister said the 
machinery for-such consultations 
was set up at the Foreign Secre- 
tary’s Conference in Moscow.

Mr. Kinsey Replies 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch should be com- 
mended for publishing such an able edi- 
torial reply simultaneously with Dr. 
Kallenbach’s letter condemning the Co- 
lumbia Bottoms airport site. 

There still remain, however, several 
misstatements in the doctor's letter 
which should be exposed lest the public 
be misinformed. 

In the first place, no official or semi- 
official source has leveled any criticism 
at the Board of Aldermen for delaying 
the city airport plans. Nor could any 
such accusation be made for, as Dr. 
Kalienbach himself says, there is no or- 
dinance pending before that board. Fur- 
ther, it is not the intention to introduce 
any ordinance until such time as vari- 
ous factors, including the Government's 
attitude toward the project, have been 
determined. To proceed otherwise would 
be wholly unfair to the board, as_ it 
would require it to take definite and 
final action on this important subject 
without benefit of all the facts. 

As has been previously stated in the 
daily press, the city must obtain a per- 
mit from the Army engineers before pro- 
ceeding with construction because the 
site adjoins both the Missouri and the 
Mississippi rivers, which come under 
the Army’s jurisdiction. But without at- 
tempting to speak for the Army, it is 
obvious to me that the doctor is serious- 
ly wrong in his estimate of the time 
they will require to study the situation.

The engineers’ requirement for an ap- 
plication for a permit made necessary 
considerable survey work in the field, 
numerous exhibits and maps and the 
gathering of much technical data, That 
information has all been assembled and 
the application will be formally filed 
before the end of this week. Several 
preliminary conferences have been had 
and the Army is already fajriy familiar 
with the plan. If I am allowed the 
game privilege which the doctor has 
assumed when he guessed at the time 
which will intervene before the permit 
is issued or denied, I would say two and 
a‘half or three months will be closer 
than the two and a half or three years 
which he suggested. 

I flatly challenge Dr. Kallenbach to 
produce any proof that “the Government 
will never permit an airport develop- 
ment at Columbia Bottoms,” which he 
says has been disclosed “unofficially, 
but on good authority.” No such infor- 
mation has ever come to me, direct or 
indirect, either officially or unofficially. 

I must refrain from making any pre- 
diction of the Government's ultimate 
decision on our request for a permit, 
but it is certain that the Army engi- 
neers have been extremely sympathetic 
toward the city’s problem and have been 
co-operative in giving advice to the end 
that the best possible plan be presented. 
If the case had been pre-judged, as Dr, 
Kallenbach claims, the engineers would 
be guilty of shameful ew This I 
refuse to to believe. " ‘ 

"The doctor's pers of a two-and-a- 
half-year construction period plus an ad- 
ditional two-and-a-half to three-year 
waiting period before completion of 
runways, is nothing short of preposter- 
ous. He could have arrived at such a 
conclusion only by misinterpreting the 
factors affecting the construction peri- 
od of some other airport, or by confu- 
sion as to the present proposals for de- 
velopment of Columbia Bottoms. 

The citizens of St. Louis can be as- 
sured that they will see airplanes land- 
ing at Columbia Bottoms in approxi- 
mately two years after construction be- 
gins. These statements are made after 
a complete study of the experience in a 
number of other cities, and after giving 
full weight to the hazards and difficul- 
ties to be encountered, 

Because of war necessities, and re- 
strictions on materials and man power, 
we cannot know in what year St. Louis 
will have its new airport, but it will take 
no longer to build at Columbia Bottoms 
than at any other site. 

Nothing above should be taken as a 
retraction of my previously and publicly 
expressed preference for a site other 
than Columbia Bottoms, But we should 
realize that, all factors considered, Co- 
lumbia Bottoms is the best site now 
available and, above all, we should an- 
alyze the situation on the basis of facts, 
and not on mere irresponsible assertions 
of the uninitiated.

President Roosevelt's seemingly adamant oppo- 
sition to Gen. De Gaulle and the Committee of 
National Liberation is causing difficulties not 
only in Algiers but also in London, 

The Algiers Committee has announced that its 
plan of government by Frenchmen for French- 
man and in co-operation with Allied military 
action was completed several weeks ago. The 
British Government has on hand this proposal, 
and the “military expediency” proposal of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and feelg itself in a devil-and-the- 
deep situation. Britain does not want to an- 
tagonize the United States, with whom she 
fights, nor the French, with whom she must live 
in harmony. 

Helen Kirkpatrick,. writing from London, says 
that the whole question threatens not only to be 
“one of the most embarrassing issues raised be- 
tween Britain and the United States.” It is one 
that seriously disturbs such other Allied govern- 
ments as those of the Dutch, Belgians and Nor- 
wegians. It might very well build up against us 
just such a hostile European block of sentiment 
as is hinted at when members of the House of 
Commons cheer Anthony Eden for denying that 
the United States dictates British foreign policy. 

The London News Chronicle calls the President’s 
alternative proposal of political relations “worked 
out hand-to-mouth” by Gen. Eisenhower, “grossly 
unfair to France.” It reports what has already 
been stated by other sources, that Eisenhower 
protested to the State Department that French 
politics should not be added to his military re- 
sponsibilities. The President has thus far ig- 
nored that protest. 

Meanwhile, Sonia Tamara writes from Algiers, 
in the New York Herald Tribune, that the de- 
terioriation of French-American relations 
been accelerated by news of President Roose- 
velt’s instructions to Eisenhower. “The popular- 
ity of the United States already was at a low 
ebb before this week’s events,” she reports. “The 


greatest blame for cooling off between France 


and America is placed by thinking Frenchmen on 
Mr. Roosevelt himself.” 

De Gaulle and*“the Algiers Committee “merely 
shrug their shoulders.” The Consultative As- 
sembly. approves, 62 to 6, a plan for district 
elections ag soon as an area is liberated and for 
convoking the constitutional convention that will 
build the Fourth Republic. 

“France,” De Gaulle tells the Assembly, “doesn’t 
need to listen to what is said outside her fron- 
tiers regarding her own destiny.” Against the 
French, against Mr. Churchill and against Gen. 
Eisenhower, the President holds out for a plan of 
treating France as enemies, not as friends, are 
treated. 

Men live with greatness in history as much by 
their willingness to admit and mend error as by 
their deeds of leadership.

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An Opportunity for the FPC 


Attorney-General McKittrick has taken a step 
which. opens up the possibility of far-reaching 
action by the Federal Power Commission affect- 
ing electric rates in St. Louis and the sur- 
rounding area. This comes about through Mr, 
McKittrick’s request that the FPC allow him 
to intervene in an action pending before that 
body involving the proposed purchase of the 
Laclede Power & Light Co. by Union Electric. 

For many years, Laclede Power & Light, as 
a minor competitor, has been a thorn in the 
side of the giant Union Electric Co. Although 
Laclede’s sales of electricity have been only about 
15 per cent of the total volume in St. Louis, 
its rates have been consistently lower than 
those of the larger utility. On some occasions 
—quite a long time ago—reductiong by Laclede 
were followed by downward revisions by Union 
Electric. To this extent, Laclede Power & Light 
served as a stimulant in the rate adjustment 
program by which Union Electric came to be 
known for the reasonableness of its rates. 

The significance of Mr. McKittrick’s interven- 
tion comes from the presence of an interstate 
factor in the proposed purchase. Laclede Power 
& Light owns a transmission line which carries 
energy from a generating plant at Granite City, 
Ill.,-to St. Louis. Because of FPC jurisdiction 
over interstate transmission of electric power, 
Union Electric has applied for that body’s ap- 
proval of its purchase of the line. 

But the Attorney-General, asserting that the 
State of Missouri has a vital interest in the 
whole transaction, asks the FPC to go much 
further and look into the reasonableness of 
Union Electric’s other interstate dealings, par- 
ticularly its purchases of energy from its sub- 
sidiaries. 

This is a good time for the FPC to assert its 
jurisdiction over the eXtensive interstate busi- 
ness of Union Electric Co. It already has taken 
vigorous action leading to a conditional pro- 
posal by Union Electric for the wiping out of 
about 22 million dollars of inflation in the 
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has

and a protection for the consumers for the Fed-

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A Victory for Democracy 
State laws formerly barred. Negroes from 
voting in primary elections over much of the 
South. These laws were knocked out by the 
United States Supreme Court as being contrary 
to the fifteenth amendment: “The right of the 
citizens of the United. States to vote shall not 


be denied or abridged by the United States or 


by any state on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude.” Then the Democratic 
party organizations undertook to achieve the 
same result, under the specious theory that a 
political party is a private organization, with 
power to limit its membership in any way it 
pleases.

The Supreme Court yesterday knocked out 
this far-fetched and undemocratic pretext, by 
an 8-to-1 decision in a case brought by a Negro, 
Lonnie E. Smith, who had been, barred from 
voting in the 1940 primary election at Houston, 
Tex. The court’s reasoning, which reversed 
earlier rulings on the subject, was direct and 
logical. Membership in a political party may 
be no concern of the state, it held, but when a 
party's rules interfere with the constitutionally 
guaranteed rights of our democracy, they are 
invalid, “Constitutional rights would be of little 
value if they could be thug indirectly denied.” 

As to the regret voiced by Justice Roberts, in 
his dissent, that the court was breeding “doubt 
and confusion in the public mind” by over- 
ruling previous opinions, the majority had a 
clear-cut answer. It wag an answer also to others 
who have expressed dismay over recent rever- 
gals: “When convinced of .former error, this 
court has never felt constrained to follow prece- 
dent.” 

Certainly there is no better time than the 
present for the court to confess error and to 
reverse a stand that has preserved a piece of 
flagrant racial discrimination in the field of 
basic political rights. Yesterday’s verdict was an 
admirable act of upholding American democracy,

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An Argument for Joint Trials 

We hope delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention took notice yesterday when the Missouri 
Supreme Court handed down a decision revers- 
ing the conviction and three-year prison sen- 
tence imposed on Edward Hill, former president 
of the Hodcarriers’ Union, by a St. Louis Cir- 
cult Court jury on a charge of embezzling 
union funds, The court’s ruling was based on 
the fact that testimony of Orville Golden, an 
officer of the union previously convicted on a 
similar charge, was admitted at Hill’s trial in 
October, 1942. 

The court’s ruling, and all the previous his- 
tory of this long-drawn case, add up to a 
powerful argument for adoption of a provision 
for joint trials for persons accused of the same 
crime, as the convention is being urged to do. 

Four union officers were indicted in the 
$158,000 embezzlement case. One, Earl Jenkins, 
was acquitted. Two were convicted. A mistrial 
occurred last fall in the case of the fourth, Paul 
Hulahan, and he has not been tried.

Your Share of Social Security 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Few workers know what benefits will be due them at age 65, 
writer says; maximum retirement pay is $85 a month for man 
and wife; lump sum paid at earlier death; allowances for widows 
and children; many who are entitled to payments fail to apply.

One day recently, a friend asked me, 
“How much do we get in social security 
payments when we're 65?” 

I didn’t have the slightest idea. “Neither 
have I,” he admitted, Like most Ameri- 
cans, we carried social security cards, but 
knew very little about it. 

So I went to the Social Security Board 
in Washington to find out. I went to Bal- 
timore, too, where in a shabby loft build- 
ing the records are kept in 20,400 filing 
cabinets. Here a sprightly girl, with noth- 
ing to guide her but my name, found my 
account number in 17 seconds. (She 
couldn’t have done so well had my name 
been Smith, for there are 574,435 Smiths 
in the files.) 

The basic idea of social security is to help 
aged workers who have never earned 
enough to save for old age. A tax, levied 
on wages up to $3000 a year, is paid by 
both workers and employers. 

This provides a fund from which pay- 
ments are made to eligible persons when 
they reach 65. It is not an insurance plan 
that gives every worker equal benefits for 
what he pays in. 


Those Who Are Not Covered 


The poor generally will get much more 
than they and their employers have put in, 
and the man who makes $3000 or more a 
year is likely to get less. The maximum paid 
to any one family is $85 a month. © 

Several large groups are not covered by 
social security. These include farmers, do- 
mestic servants, school] teachers, ministers, 


the self-employed and workers in Govern- — 


ment service and religious and charitable 
organizations, 

Generally, when the time comes for you 
to collect old-age insurance benefits, you 
must have worked in “covered” employ- 
ment half the time since Jan. 1, 1987, when 
social security started, or since your twen- 
ty-first birthday if that came on a later 
date. 

The years are divided into quarters, for 


figuring, and if you have credit for 40 


quarters (they don’t have to be consecu- 
tive) you are qualified as long as you live, 

Girls who pay payroll taxes for a few 
years and then marry and quit work usual- 
ly lose all they put in. Similarly, house. 
wives who are in war work only for the 
duration probably won't qualify. 


Must Retire to Collect 


You will collect nothing at 65 unless you 
stop working then. But you can get bene- 
fits even though you draw money from 
investments, from your own business or 
from a job not covered by the law, A New 
York man who worked for a florist reached 
the age of 65, and found he was due to 
receive $42.28 a month if he stopped work- 
ing. He and his wife weren't able to live 
on that amount, so he stayed on the job, 
A social security agent, however, explained 
to him that if he had a business of his own, 
he would qualify for the payments. The 
man started a little greenhouse, makes 
about $20 a week from it, draws his social 
security payments and lives comfortably. 

If your employer collects your tax and 
then fails to pay it, and his, to the Gov- 
ernment, the Bureau: of Internal Revenue 
gets after him, but in some cases it’s al- 
most impossible to catch a tax-dodging em- 
ployer unless you write the social security 
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tagain, the widow will 


office for a statement of your account and 
discover that you are being cheated. 

The social security office in Baltimore 
workers to write in and ask 
for statements of their accounts. Queries 
must bear the worker's signature, address, 
birth date and social security number. 
These facts are necessary to make sure 
the request is not being made by some 
snooper who wants to find out how much 
money you're making. 

Social security records are absolutely se- 
cret. The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
would like to get its hands on them, in or- 
der to track down workers who are dodging 
their income taxes, but the law says, “No!” 
A wife can’t find out how much her hus- 
band is making, Even the FBI can’t peek 
into the files. 


When Benefits Start 


If you lose your card, be sure to ask 
the nearest social security field office for 
a duplicate, 

If you qualify for social security, it sends 
you a check every month after you become 
65. It pays your wife, too, when she reach- 
es that age. It pays something toward the 
care of children under 16, or under 18 if 
they are in school—if you have any when 
you become 65. 

No matter what your age is when you 
die, payments go to your widow if she is 
65 or over or when she reaches 65. If 
there are dependent children, as above, she 
receives benefits at once. If you leave no 
widow or dependent children, wholly de- 
pendent parents receive benefits at 65. 


If no relative is immediately qualified to 
draw monthly benefits as a result of the 
death of a worker, a lump-sum payment of 
$60 to $336 is made—this payment going 
usually to a widow under 65 who has no 
dependent children. She still receives bene- 
fits after she reaches 65, 


Huge Balance in Fund 


Too many widows of workers don’t know 
that social security may owe them money. 
Recently a young soldier married just be- 
fore he was sent to North Africa. Five 
weeks later, he was killed in action. His 
19-year-old wife drew her Army benefits 
but didn’t know about social security until 
a friend mentioned it. 


Her young husband had not worked long 


before he went into the Army, and. had’ 


paid in less than $20, but she got a lump- 
sum payment of about $150, A posthumous 
child is due, and when it arrives the moth- 
er will get about $32 a month until the 
child ig 16 or 18, If she doesn’t. marry 
get about $19 a 
month after reaching 65. 
No one seems to be sure how much 
money it will take to pay benefits as the 
pool of old persons entitled to them in.- 
creases. There's a balance of $4,500,000,000 
in the fund now, but payments will in- 
crease tremendously when the war ends. 
It is estimated that 625,000 persons now 
entitiéd to benefits aren't claiming them.

Its inhab- 
itants are typical of the rural 90 per cent 
of India’s 350 millions, These are the 
people who sweat their hearts out in the 
heroic business of just staying alive. 

Gertrude Emerson came to Five Trees 
to learn about the Indian Man in the 
Fields, For a year and a half she lived» 
in a house only slightly better than those 
of the peasants, whom she got to know 
surprisingly well. “Voiceless India,” her 
simple, fascinating story of the life lived 
by the people, rather than their rulers or 
leaders, was first published in 1930. Just 
reprinted, it makes books that limit them- 
selves to the halls of the mighty seém a 
little silly. ;

John Q. India has a net income of about. 
$25 a year—if he’s lucky and the rain falls 
right. He cultivates six and one-half acres 
of land, on which he grows the simplest 
possible crops, chiefly rice. Each square 
mile of land in the region described by 
Miss Emerson must support 750 
Nor is the land owned by the people who 
work it. 

Living on the meager crops Mr. India 
raises are four groups of people in addition 
to his family. At the top stands the British 
Government, and beneath it, the local 
nafive Prince, Then come the people who 
pay for contracts to collect taxes and rents. 
Finally, outside the governmente)] struc 
ture, is the money-lender to whom three 
of every four are in debt. 

Reading nd writing are reserved for 
one of every 44 men; for one of every 500 
women. Health is always precarious, and 
life expectancy is low. Whatever else it 
has done or has not done, Miss Emerson 
does not hesitate to blame Britain for these 
shortcomings. ‘ Pe 

As for politics, “Voiceless India” throws 
the muddle into a very useful perspective. 
Gandhi's Congress: party becomes real 
when seen as the single Pachperwa mem- 
ber. Beaten only occasionally by the police, 
he has a small, timid following, although 
most people sympathize with him. 

Some welcome light is also thrown on 
the problems of making a netion of India. 
It’s hard to believe, for instance, that the 
Hindu-Moslem religious problem is in- 
soluble, At least in this village, the two 
groups respect each other's faiths and live 
together amicably. The tremendous tasks 
facing any government in India also be- 
come clearer in terms of the people’s great 
needs, and their political ignorance. 

Our view of the great drama that is 
the awakening of the East must be dis- 
torted by the too great attention we give 
to the temporarily influential. “Voiceless 
India” corrects the error with a tmue, 
terribly relevant portrait of the real cen- 
tral figure in that drama. -~

The Chemical Warfare Service 
revealed today the manufacture of 
a hitherto secret implement of war 
in this area. The M-10 smoke tank, 
whose purpose is to discharge a 
heavy smoke blanket for screen- 
ing ground operations from enemy 
observation, has been in produc- 
tion for the last two years at the 
Empire Stove Co. in Belleville. 

The tanks, four of which are at- 
tached to the wings of fighter and 
bomber planes, were used with 
such good effect during the attack 
on Lae annd Salamaua in New 
Guinea, that not a casualty was 
incurred among the hundreds of 
paratroopers dropped behind the 
enemyq lines during that opera- 
tion. Since some of the tanks had 
to be jettisoned during aerial com- 
bat at that time, it is presumed 
they fell into the hands of the 
Japanese and the secrecy sur- 
roundinng their construction and 
manufacture , was no longer 
deemed necessary by the Army. 

Made of copper-bearing steel, 
the M-10 is streamlined to the 
appearance of a five-foot-long ci- 
gar. Beneath the aft end is at- 
-tached what appears to be a 
length of stove pipe. From this 
tail pipe the smoke is released 
when a detonator controlled by 
the pilot shatters a glass seal. A 
similar seal in an air scoop affixed 
to the forward end of the tank is 
shattered at the same time so that 
wind pressure developed by the 
flight of the plane forces’ the 
smoke from the tank. 

The tank holds 30 gallons of a 
thick syrupy liquid known as FS 
which on contact with air vapor- 
izes into a heavy white cloud that 
setties to the ground and creates 
the illusion of a lake from the 
air. Two tanks are discharged at 
a same time. The smoke is 
usually distributed in waves, the 
first by planes flying at 300 feet, 
the next at 500 feet and frequent- 
ly a third at 700 feet so that the 
landings of the paratroopers or 
barges is perfectly concealed from 
enemy eyes. 

The entire productive capacity 
of the four-and-a-half acres Em- 
pire plant has been given over 
to these tanks for the past two 
years. Evidence of careful work- 
manship was revealed in the fact 
that Army inspectors have re- 
jected only two tanks since in- 
ception of operations.

The Florida Democratic commit- 
tee chairman, Tom Coriely, assert- 
ed, “We'll certainly resist, if pos- 
sible, any attempt to have Negroes 
vote in our primaries.” He added 
hope “that the court's decision 
won't have any effect in Florida.” 

Russel] R. Kramer, chairman of 
the Tennessee Democratic execu- 
tive committee, commented “There 
is nothing in our statutes about 
voting that pertains to race, and 
Negroes do vote in Tennessee pri- 
maries.”

THIS MOTHER is absolutely wrong in her attitude. When 
a girl reaches Josephine’s age, she ought to be having dates. 
And she should be entitled to go to the movies or stay out 
till midnight at least one night per week, if she is in suit- 
able company. We give college girls two late date nights 
per week. That ought to be a standard formula for mature 
yo women, and I think it is fair for a high school girl 
to have one late date per week, providing she'll get up on 
Sunday and go to Sunday School or Church, A mother who 
treats a girl of 19 as if she were a kindergarten child, is a 
poor type of parent. A good mother should properly rear 
her daughter and give her the sex facts long before the 
girl gets out of high school. In fact, the latter .should 
be given before the girl graduates from grammar school.

A Divorce, a New Love and a | Last Play for Barrymore

Chapter 23 of “Good Night 
Sweet Prince," the Life of 
John Barrymore. 


HESE were the seven last 

years of a lifetime. The per- 

sonal phases of that lifetime 
were a Gothic holiday of flowers, 
of verses, and of wine, with rains 
and thunders too, when, toward 
the close of day, the landlord 
spoke above the storm to remind 
the unthinking guest that no one 
feasts for nothing or is sheltered 
free at the inn. 

Now at an ailing 53, Barrymore 
began to pay at the usurious rates 
demanded of a man of public 
name and of middle years when 
he does not conform to the gos- 
pels of exemplary behavior. Con- 
demnation by others went unnot- 
iced by him; he seldom read the 
newspapers, and listened to warn- 
ings not at all. He forfeited his 
material belongings. He lost in 
health. But his spirit remained 
essentially young and wuncon- 
quered. 

He’ paid as much attention to 
adverse criticism as might a turf 
champion were a delegation of 
stewards to appear at the thor- 
oughbred’s box-stall to say: “Look 
here, old fellow, we didn’t like the 
way you whinnied after winning 
the Preakness this afternoon.” 

During his 10 years in Holly- 
wood he had made $2,634,500 and 
spent almost all of it with lav- 
ish hand. Truly he now was in 
the winter of discontent. Dolores 
moved out of their Beverly Hills 
home. 

In New York, Jack was removed 
to a hospital where he met Elaine 
Jacobs, a Hunter College student. 
She announced her new name was 
Elaine Barrie and Jack declared 
her his protegee. 

x * * 


Dolores filed suit for a divorce, 
which she obtained Oct, 9, 1935. 
Jack pulled himself together and 
the following spring obtained the 
part of Mercutio in the production 
of Romeo and Juliet. He was not 
the star but supported Norma 
Shearer and the late Leslie How- 
ard. 

Barrymore now permitted him- 
self to be placed in residence in 
the private West Los Angeles san- 
itarium of Mrs. Louise Simar Kel- 
ley. Mrs. Kelley's husband, Jim, 
was Barrymore's “guard” during 
the months at the sanitarium. Jim 
also accompanied his charge to 
the motion-picture sets, and 
watched over him during occa- 
sional social expeditions. 


The Kelley establishment was a 
retreat for gentlemen of jangled 
nerves. Young Mr. Kelley was a 
slim, dark, rather silent chap, 
who looked like an assistant ‘cura- 
tor at an art museum. When, 
however, any of.his patients’ be- 
came unruly, he could and did re- 
veal an astonishing familiarity 
with oriental wrestling holds, Mr. 
Kelley’s calisthenics bewildered 
but never maimed the guests. 


Barrymore's introduction to Kel- 
ley involved a _ whirligig ritual. 
The actor had erroneously pre- 
sumed that the quiet Kelley was 
neither a strong nor an energetic 
person. Jack lunged at his new 
acquaintance. The next moment 
Barrymore found himself in a 
knapsack position on Kelley’s 
back, and dazedly on his way to 
a bedroom. 


Ben Hecht and Charles MacAr- 
thur now were keeping friendly 
eyes upon Barrymore during such 
times as he took recess from the 
sanitarium. I myself had gone to 
Damascus to buy a sword in May 
of 1935, and returned to Los An- 
geles early next year to learn from 
Hecht and MacArthur that our 
friend was subsisting on one can 
of beer a day. I was told by the 
playwrights that Jack seldom re- 


ceived anyone in private other 
than his new mentors. They added 
that Barrymore, when informed by 
them that his present romance 
could be seen almost daily in big 
journalistic headlines, seemed 
amazed, then splendidly detached 
about the whole business, 

Barrymore's funds were getting 
low ‘and occasionally he asked, 
“Where is all the money I made?” 
But he wanted no pity. It was 
only that bills now sailed like con- 
fetti through the air and Jack 
wanted to owe no one, 

Occasionally, however, he would 
“escape” from Kelley and the sani- 
tarium to show up in the night 
clubs. Whenever Kelley disrobed 
to bathe, the resourceful actor 
would flee... 

Under the watchful eye of Kel- 
ley, Jack Barrymore stayed suf- 
ficiently under control to make 
some movie and radio appear- 
ances, Then, in November, 1936, 
he decided to elope with Miss 
Barrie. 

Jack’s friends, Ben Hecht and 
Charles MacArthur, the writers, 
sought to dissuade him. Jack 
leaned against a mantelpiece, lis- 
tening to their impassioned argu- 
ments. He gaid, “Gentlemen, you 
are talking to a man who is about 


to go over Niagara Falls in a 


barrel!” 
x * * 

The next day they flew to Yuma 
and were married. But the match 
lasted little more than a month, 
ending in a New Year’s dispute in 
‘a night club. Mrs. Elaine Barry- 
more sued for divorce in Febru- 
ary, 1987. 

Reconciliations and new quarrels 
followed each other with bewilder- 
ing rapidity. Jack and his fourth 
wife toured in “My Dear Children,” 
a flimsy play which had an amaz- 
ing success due to Jack's weird 
antics and crackling ad libs. 

Critic Ashton Stevens said that 
the last Loop performance of “My 
Dear Children” was the saddest of 
the Chicago engagement. Jack 
was to go to Pittsburgh, Cleveland, 
Detroit, then return to Broadway 
after an absence of more than 15 
years. 


In speaking of the Chicago 
farewell, Ashton recalled that 
Jack said, “You can’t drown your- 
self in drink I've tried: you 
float.” 

“He had been worrying about 
New York first-nighters, Ashton 
continued, “especially the Broad- 
way critics, ost of them, other 
than Burns Mantle, had been in 
knee-pants when their  prede- 
cessors acclaimed his Hamlet. 
To these brilliant young gentle- 
men, John Barrymore would be a 
stranger—-or worse, a_ picture- 
actor, and a decayed one at that. 

“Anyhow, Jack fortified himself 
beyond his limited capacity for 
the parting. The simple, honest, 
friendly, grateful speech he had 
intended had fled his memory by 
the time he =— — 


“T, who was to have spent the 
balance of that night with him, 
was not the only one who left the 
house before the stage manager 
persuaded him to let the curtain 
fall. I couldn’t stay. I had grown 
more or less hardened to the 
caricatures he visited on himself 
—but this wasn’t Jack Barrymore 
at all: it was the complete oblit- 
eration of Dr. Jekyll by Mr. Hyde. 
I went into the street, with great, 
gawky, sentimental tears salting 
my face,” 

Barrymore returned to Broad- 
way late in January of 1940. The 


play was to open at the Belasco . 


Theatre the last night of that 
month. 

It was understood that Ethel 
Barrymore would stay with Jack 
at Bayside, Long Island, in a place 
remote from the “gang,” then his 
friend, Jack Prescott, would arrive 
to “carry on” when the play 
opened on Broadway. 

Ethel watched over Jack until 
the time for his New York debut 
at the Belasco Theatre, Prescott 
sat in Jack's dressing-room during 
the first night, to protect him be- 
tween acts, and then, after the 
play, ‘to surrender him to Diana.

Menus for 
By Meta Given 


HERE are as many ways to 
T streten chicken livers as there 

are to stretch meat. In this 
sauce ‘the stretching agents are 
bouillon cubes and celery. 

Sally’s Savory Sauce. 

Two tablespoons shortening, 
one-fourth pound chicken livers, 
two tablespoons flour, one and 
one-third cups milk, two chicken 
bouillon cubes, one-half cup cel- 
ery, finely diced, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, pepper. 

Wipe livers with a clean, damp 
cloth, or wash quickly in cold 
water; saute in shortening for 10 
minutes and chop coarsely. Blend 
in the flour and add the milk 
gradually. Then add the bouillon 
cubes, celery, salt and pepper. Stir 
until mixture boils and thickens. 
Simmer for 5 minutes. (This sauce 
may be served over hot rice, 
noodles, toast or baked potato) 4 
servings.

‘Gremlins: 
That Bring 
Suffering

HE air service achieved rhe- 
torical genius in coining the 
word “gremlins” to designate 
those little men who gum up the 
works of their beautiful machines. 
Man’s imagination has always 
visualized and named these inter- 
fering sprites and fixed their habi- 
tats—the brownies belong to the 
woods and old abandoned houses, 
the Kabolds inhabit mines, and 
the leprechauns caves and treas- 
ure spots, But gremlins strikes my 
fancy as the best name of any. 
What shall we call those grem- 
lins who inhabit, at times, this 
majestic frame of our body? 
Daumier, the great French satiri- 
cal artist, has drawn some of them 
wonderfully. To look at his pic 
ture of a headache makes even a 
strong man squirm and it sends 
@ neurotic to bed. There the poor 
victim sits, with his head in his 
hands, while two little fiends have 
put an anvil on top of his cranium 
and are gleefully banging away at 
it with sledge hammers, while two 
others have strung a cord around 
his forehead and are pulling the 
two ends tight, and another pair 
are ringing a chimes just outside 
his ear.

HIS SKETCH “GOUT” is more 
complete than 10 pages of clinical 
description—that swollen toe fairly 
makes a sensitive man like my- 
self cringe, as a malignant little 
devil gnaws at it with long car- 
nivorous incisors and digs its long 
claws into the quivering flesh. 

The English cartoonists, Row- 
landson and Gilray, have also left 
some graphic thumbnail sketches 
of the gremlins of disease—‘Fever 
and Chills” shows the poor victim 
shivering over a fire while a great 
clammy lizard is clutching him in 
a chilling embrace; meanwhile a 
hot, furry, feverish monster is 
waiting his turn to throw himself 
on the sufferer the moment the 
lizard relaxes his grip (or grippe). 

One of the funniest is Gilray’s 
depiction of a screaming old wom- 
an In the clutches of the gremlins 
of “Cramps and Gas.” They have 
strung a rope around her middle 
and are tightening it while one 
impishly bounces up and down on 
the tight rope at one taut end, and 
another with a bellows occasion- 
ally is giving her a heave of gas. 

How does one get rid of these 
gremlins of discomfort? Well, in- 
cantations have always been a fa- 
vorite method of banishing them, 
according to mankind’s ancient 
mythology. Nothing will do gout 
as much good, as I can personally 
testify, as a good thorough, sincere, 
déep-souled cussing. And mane f 
yield to very simple remedies, suc 
as my aspirin doctor uses—phenac- 
etin, and soda bicarb, and hot 
lemonade and coffee.

THE GAS GREMLINS seem to 
be troubling a number of my 
readers lately, to judge by my cor- 
respondence, A very wise physi- 
cian thinks that a little under- 
standing on the part of the pa- 
tient, of the physiology of gas in 
the digestive tract, goes a long 
way towards helping them and he 
tells them something like this: 

“Gas is constantly being formed 
in the intestines in large amounts. 


, The volume of gas made in the 


course of the day is several] times 
greater than the volume of the 
body. An equable distribution of 
gas throughout the intestines is 
essential to the proper function- 
ing of the bowels. A healthy ani- 
mal when slaughtered is found to 
have the intestines rounded out 
with gas, not lying flat like rib- 
bons. 

“What you observe as being un- 
usual is not due to gas but to mus- 
cular action. The movements of 
the intestines are too lively and 
the gas is shifted too fast. If this 
movement takes the form of 
spasm, gas may be trapped in one 
coil of gut. When gas accumulates 
it igs due chiefly to weakness. The 
cure for this is to regain strength: 
Hen can be done best by sufficient

% WASHINGTON, Mo., April 3. 
used to be that when Wash- 
J ington kids came to grips with 
the cops about anything, the 
cops came off second best. The 
reason: “You can’t lock us up,” 
said the kids to the cops, “you 
ain’t got any jail to put us in.” It 
was only too true. 

But it’s different now. Washing- 
ton has a juvenile jail where 
youngsters, if they don’t behave, 
can be locked up. They, are not 
being locked up, for the simple 
reason that they are behaving. 

It is not really a jail but it 
serves the purpose and it has the 
name. It is a cell in the base- 
ment of the City Hall, separate 
from the ones where the grown- 
ups are put. There is a Missouri 
law which says you mustn't lock 
up boys and girls under 17 years 
of age with adults. The young- 
sters found that out some way and 
stood on their legal rights, with 
their parents. backing them up. 
Something had to be done about 
it. The cell was built and the 
word went out that Washington 
had a “juvenile jail.” The effect 
was immediate and salutary. Ju- 
venile delinquency is not like it 
used to be in Washington. 

It: should be said before we go 
any further, that this picturesque 
old hill town on the Missouri riv- 
er, with its population of 7000, has 
never had more than its share of 
bad boys and bad girls at any 
time. There have been more of 
them, true enough, during the war, 
due to decreased diligence by em- 
ployed parents, but it cannot be 
said to have reached the dimen- 
sions of a problem. Not a great 
problem at any rate.

A: in many other towns, 'teen- | 


age boys and girls have com- 

plained that they don’t have any 
place to go except to the picture 
shows, the bowling alleys and the 
corner drug stores. There were 
the week-end public dances at the 
City Park. Nice boys and girls 
went to these and some went who 
were not so nice. There were a 
lot of empty bottles about the 
place after the dance. 


Two ‘teen-agers who took the 
general situation to heart were 
Rahe Heggeman and Ruth Coul- 
ter, high schoo) seniors and mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian Church. 
Their interest was intensified 
when they went as delegates to a 
Christian Endeavor convention in 
Kansas City. There they heard 
about ‘teen towns. Why couldn't 
Washington have a ‘teen town? 
They circulated a questionnaire, 
asking the high school youngsters 
if they wanted such a “town,” with 
a recreation center, games, a read- 
ing room, dances and so on. About 
230 answers were received and all 
but three wanted it. The three 
were opposed to dancing. 


Another angle developed when 
two boys and a girl, between the 
ages of 9 and 11, were picked up 
by the police and questioned about 
thefts. One of the boys admitted 
that, in 18 robberies, they had 
taken $200, which they hid in a 
vacant garage, taking from it ac- 
cording to their needs until almost 
all of it had been spent. 

Viewing the situation from all 
angles, Edward Holtgrieve and 
Edward Rau, composing the po- 


—— 


lice board, reported to the City 
Council that juvenile delinquency 
was on the increase and suggest- 
ing that something be done about 
it. James Miller, editor of the 
Washington Missourian, began a 
crusade which is still going on. He 
declared the situation was stead- 


ily getting worse and nothing was , 


being done about it. He suggested 
that the ministers get together 
and work out some kind of a plan 
and submit it to a‘ larger body 
representing the .churches and 
other organizations. ‘ 

A week later the Police Board 
recommended to the: City Council 
that a special cell be built at the 
City Hall. The ceil was ordered 
built and Mayor W. H. Heseman 
announced that in view of all the 
agitation and the confused coun- 
sels that seemed to prevail he 
would call a mass meeting to be 
held at the City Park Auditorium. 

The meeting was held and many 
ideas were advanced, Mayor Hese- 
man, presiding, had difficulty in 
guiding the discussion into prac- 
tical channels. Two resolutions 
were adopted. One, offered by 
Ben Overbeck, called upon the 
ministers to outline a program 
and form an organization with a 
layman and laywoman from each 
of the churches. Another, offered 
by Rahe Hegeman on the strength 
of the high school canvas that 
had been made, provided for a 
‘teen town, interdenominational 
but not identified with the 
churches.

Chief of Police Joe Inter stands 
by his guns on the delinquency 
question, insisting it isn’t the 
‘teen-agers that make trouble, but 
the*shavers from 8 to 18 who run 
wild after school before going 
home, and not at night. But it’s 
better now, he says with a chuc- 
kle, since they put in what people 
call the juvenile jail. The kids 
don’t want to be put in there, 

As matters stand, Washington 
has a vacant juvenile jail which 
has aroused considerable contro- 
versy and has put a stop to a 
‘teen town movement, but has at 
the same time put a crimp in 
“juvenile delinquency” and has 
given the cops the upper hand in 
their dealings with the kids.

N today’s deal North and South 

thought that they had been 

robbed of a siam by a bad 
break, but actually they had 
chosen the wrong contract,

South won with the ace and 
cashed the ace and king of trumps, 
hoping to drop the queen. When 
that card refused to fall there was 
no further play for the contract— 
a diamond trick also had to be 
conceded. 

If North had appreciated the ad- 
vantage of a trump suit divided 
44 in the combined hands rather 
than another suit divided 5-4, he 
would have raised spades on the 
second round instead of “prefer- 
ring” hearts. At a six spade con- 
tract the bad luck of guessing the 
heart suit wrong would be fully 
compensated by the good luck of 
getting an opening club lead in- 
stead of a diamond lead from 
West. At a spade contract South 
would win the club lead, draw 
three rounds of spades, then clear 
the heart suit. Even though East 
made the heart queen, it would be 
easy for South to discard a dia- 
mond from dummy on the fifth 
heart, and to ruff a diamond for 
the fulfilling trick.
